The mathematical talents of ICA students were SET ae a ees Sa eee | 
challenged no matter which math course they took. ; 
Long lines of numbers, per cents, and decimals 
were confusing to students of General Math. At the 
same time, factorization and the foreign quadratic 
formula puzzled Algebra | students. 
The sophomores’ “‘logical’’ thinking was put to a 
test by the preplexing theorems and indirect proofs 
of geometry. While, in Algebra Il, juniors tried 
their best to master the slide rule and to understand 
the process necessary for transforming an exponen- 
tial function to logarithmic form. 
Math IV combined all previous math knowledge. 
It challenged seniors with new information while 
refreshing their algebra and geometry memories. 
In spite of preliminary difficulties, math proved 
to be rewarding to all. Whether it was taken on 
strong recommendation of others or out of genuine 
interest and motivation, it served as a big stepping 
stone in many careers.
